Richard Moon, CPA, presented the Financial Report including the Statement of Financial 
Position as of November 10, 2010 with total assets of $174,899.34; and the year-end forecast 
estimating $1,233,814.00 in expenses for 2010. 

The financial report was unanimously approved by the Board of Directors. 

6. EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR’S REPORT 
PBID History 

• Established in 1998 - budget of $175,000 

• Renewed in 2001 - budget of $690,000 

• 2 nd renewal in 2006 for 10 years - budget of 841,000 

• COLA increase in 2007 - budget of 866,000 

• 2010 operating budget - $1,253,688 (45% increase from OE operations) 

Major Programs 

• Ambassador Program - Bike patrol officers 

• Clean Program - In partnership with Chrysalis, sidewalk / trash clean-up, grafitti removal, 
weed abatement and general beautification 

• Ocean Express Program started in 2002 now serving approx. 75,000 riders with 3 different 
locations. Projected to $346,000 in revenue in 2010. 

• Marketing - Working with L.A. Inc. to leverage our dollars 

• Advocacy - becoming a recognized voice for our business community

• State Enterprise Zone has been expanded to include the Century Blvd. corridor businesses - 
for the express purpose to help attract new business to our office buildings

and we now have 3 major hotels with Green Seal certification and several others in the 
application process. 

• Other Green efforts include Electronics Recycling and Shredding Events 

• Ocean Express has experienced a 4% decrease in traffic (62,585 to date) 

• Crime statistics show less than 100 police reports year to date (only one related to personal 
injury).

Mr. Farooq Ameen, Base Architecture, spoke to the board about architectural concepts for the 
Metro Transit Center planned for Century Blvd. and Aviation Blvd. His firm is tasked with 
considering development opportunities to complement the Transit / Light Rail Center. He 
encouraged members to consider options that would complement the Century Blvd. business 
community.
